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Annual Convocation marks 
new beginnings for CSULB 


Cal State Long Beach Presi- 
dent Jane Close Conoley in- 
troduced new faculty, staff, 
scholars and renovations to 
the campus.

Celebrating the new school year, the campus 
community came together to hear Cal State Long 
Beach’s President Jane Close Conoley’s newest 
plans for the campus at the 2014 Annual Convo- 
cation on Friday. 

The Carpenter Performing Arts Center was 
nearly filled to the 1,000 seat capacity. Conoley

spoke to an audience of faculty, staff and students 
about new facility and environmental improve- 
ments on campus. She said that the convocation 
was a time to “remind people that we have a new 
beginning.” 

“We put a lot of money into facilities,” Conol- 
ey said. “There’s been a lot of remodeling at the 
dorms too.” 

This convocation was the first for the new pres- 
ident, and it is also the first time that CSULB has 
had a stable enough budget to grow. 

CSULB Interim Provost David Dowell said 
that this year’s convocation distinguishes itself 
from the last three because, at the moment, the 
budget is better than it’s been in a long time.

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ASI introduces 
$165 fee increase 


The fee increase would renovate the Univer- 
sity Student Union, a project based on student 
surveys.

Cal State Long Beach students may 
see another Associated Students Inc. fee 
approaching this fall, after having a $16 
fee increase approved in spring. 

As part of a new ASI referendum, the 
fee would charge students an additional 
$165 for fall and spring semesters, and 
$124 for summer sessions, University 
Student Union assistant director of pro- 
grams Sylvana Cicero said. 

The fees would fund renovations to 
the USU including expanding study and 
lounge space, replacing outdated tech- 
nology and increasing the number of 
electrical outlets, Cicero said. 

Cicero said that in 2011, ASI released 
a.campus-wide survey that generated 
about 12,000 students, faculty and staff 
responses that identified the benefits and 
insufficiencies of the USU. She said that 
another survey was released in April, 
and it generated over 8,000 responses. 

She said that there were “a lot of sim- 
ilar results from the prior one.” 

These investigations led students to 
compare the Student Wellness and Rec- 
reation Center — one of the mostly re- 
cently built facilities — with the USU,

which brought up concerns that the 
USU was having leaks due to water- 
proofing issues, she said. 

Cicero said that surveys also gener- 
ated concerns about future demands, 
given that the facility is over 40 years 
old. 

“When the building was built back in 
the ‘70s, we didn’t have laptops and all 
that good stuff,’ she said. “Now, every- 
body needs a plug-in somewhere...” 

Cicero also said that the student re- 
source center needs to expand its space 
given that the USU only has room for 
31 clubs, and there are over 300 student 
clubs on campus. 

“So, there’s a lot of things that stu- 
dents would like to see changed in this 
facility, but they also told us that they do 
like the student union,” she said. “But, 
we need to start taking care of it and 
start thinking for long-term.” 

During the spring, the USU Board of 
Trustees, Student Senate and CSULB 
campus Student Fee Advisory Com- 
mittee approved the referendum. The 
student referendum is scheduled for late 
February 2015.

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“With that [improvement] comes a 
lot of choices because instead of cutting 
things, we can think about how we will 
grow,” Dowell said. “We now can think 
about what direction we want to take 
the campus rather than what we have to 
cut out to survive.” 

Dowell was also proud to announce 
that growth is already starting to take 
place in the form of an additional 58 
faculty member, who will be starting 
this academic year. 

Although this may be a year of 
growth, Conoley said that the state bud- 
get “wasn’t what we asked for.” 

“We don’t have enough full-time fac- 
ulty, and we have too many part-time 
faculty,” Conoley said regarding the 
challenges facing the campus. 

“T think rising-student debt is huge, 
so right now, we are trying to get a 
handle on more private money to offer 
more scholarships,” she said. 

Despite these challenges, Conoley 
said she plans to continue improving 
many of the facilities and grounds on

campus. 

“We set a priority list of capitals in 
terms of buildings and grounds, mostly 
for students to get together and study,” 
Conoley said “We also plan to improve 
the library and the Union.” 

Outside of the condition of the uni- 
versity, the event is also a time when the 
campus awards the President’s Scholar- 
ships, which celebrated its 20th anni- 
versary at the convocation. 

Dowell introduced Conoley and the 
incoming class from the President’s 
Scholars Program, which includes three 
valedictorians from Long Beach high 
schools. This year, 25 students have 
been awarded the four-year scholarship, 
which covers each student’s full tuition. 

President Conoley received roar- 
ing applause at her first convocation 
address and was given a welcoming 
gift. The gift was a statue curetted by 
Christopher Miles, dean of the art de- 
partment. 

Conoley said that she is most proud 
of the federal government’s recognition 
of CSULB for being one of its highest 
ranked schools for excellent low-cost 
education.

Los Angeles is one of the top media 
markets in the country. It has two NBA 
teams, two MLB teams, two hockey 
teams and two of the most well-recog- 
nized college athletic programs in the 
country. Does it really need the NFL? 

Of course it does. Or so very rich and 
influential people say. The NFL could be 
the most popular sports league in the 
country, with the minor league system 
(college football) hanging around in 
second place. 


TV deals have exploded in recent years; 
just about every franchise is now worth 
close to $1 billion. Just last week, Forbes 
announced that the Dallas Cowboys were 
worth an estimated $3.2 billion, follow- 
ing closely behind soccer powerhouse 
Real Madrid ($3.4 billion) and three oth- 
er sports teams (Barcelona, Manchester 
United and New York Yankees).

No team is going to relocate 
without the promise of a new stadium. 
Several attempts have been made to get

materialize. It would take an owner so 
desperate to leave his current situation 
for a team to leave without the promise 
of a new stadium.

Mark Davis, son of late Raiders own- 
er Al Davis, really doesn’t want to be 
in Oakland anymore. He recently met 
with San Antonio city officials about 
the possibility of moving the team to 
Texas. A lot of speculation followed, 
and the San Antonio rumor went away, 
but not Mark Davis’ desire to leave 
Oakland. The Raiders’ lease with the

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ts now ‘Uber’ easy to get a Lyft

It’s Saturday night, no one wants to 
be the designated driver and taxis are 
too expensive. 

This situation has become less of a 
problem with ride-sharing apps such as 
Lyft, Uber and Sidecar providing per- 
sonable, affordable rides. 

Ride-Share apps such as these are 
not taxi companies, but rather servic- 
es that just take a fee for connecting 
people who have rides with people who 
need them. 

The companies are data-driven, not 
only offering rides generally cheaper 
than taxis, but also pulling up at your 
doorstep quickly. 

Uber, “everyone’s private driver,” 
started in San Francisco in 2009 and 
now has drivers in over 70 cities and 34 
different countries. 

In June, the numbers were crunched, 
and Uber was declared as the world’s 
most valuable startup, valued at 18.2 
billion, according to Dow Jones Ven- 
tureSource and the Wall Street Journal. 

The companies have been madly 
successful, in part due to the technolo- 
gy they employ. In 2011, Uber unveiled 
a satellite map that illuminates areas 
in a city where people have opened the 
app. That way, drivers are able to head 
in your direction before you officially 
request a ride. 

Lyft, came around in 2012 and 
brought on some competition for the 
former company, according to Forbes. 

Mary Caroline Pruitt of | Lyft 
communications said that Lyft cur- 


rently operates in over 65 cities, in- 
cluding Los Angeles, Long Beach and 
throughout Orange County, and has 
over 60,000 drivers. 


According to the Los Angeles De- 
partment of Transportation, taxi driv- 
ers are required to acquire a special 
license, submit paperwork and pass 
an examination. Conversely, Lyft and 
Uber drivers can complete most of their 
application online. 

According to Pruitt, the require- 
ments for Lyft drivers include being 21 
years old or over, owning a 4-door car 
newer than the year 2000 and possess- 
ing a clean driving record. Licensing 
and registration must be current and 
in-state. 

The drivers must then watch a se- 
ries of training videos and, according 


to Pruitt, go through a “strict screen- 
ing process that goes above and beyond 
what’s required of taxis and limos,” 
including background and DMV record 
checks. 

Finally, a “local mentor,” or an expe- 
rienced Lyft driver in the area, inspects 
the vehicle and joins the newbie for a 
practice ride. 

Both companies also employ mul- 
tiple features to ensure rider satisfac- 
tion. According to the Lyft website, 
two-way ratings are one way that Lyft 
keeps their drivers in check; while they 
rate you as passengers, you rate them 
as drivers. 

With Lyft, if a driver gets less than 
a 3/5 rating, you will never be matched 
with them again. If their average drops 
below 4.6, they will receive no more 
rider referrals. Same with Uber— after

too many imperfect ratings, they will 
cease to receive referrals through the 
company. 

Lyft’s tagline is “your friend with a 
car,” and the drivers seem to do the best 
to stick to that title. You get in the car, 
some greet you with a fistbump, and 
others offer water or mints. They make 
sure to carry on a conversation during 
the duration of the ride, and send you 
off with wishes of your well-being. 

Uber is known for riding in style, 
and now has four different vehicles that 
riders can choose from. UberX is the 
cheapest, followed by UberXL, Uber- 
BLACK and, finally, UberSUV. For 
a ride from Long Beach to downtown 
Los Angeles on the average evening, 
UberX will charge $26-36, while Uber- 
SUV will charge a whopping $137-178. 

According to the website, Lyft 


charges a base charge, a small “Trust & 
Safety Fee”, followed by $1.13 per mile 
or $.26 per minute. 

While many are skeptical about en- 
tering their credit card information into 
a new app, paying once you're safe at 
home through the app is easier than 
fumbling with cash and feeling pres- 
sured to tip. 

Until recently, with the goal of ex- 
panding nationwide, Lyft waived com- 
missions, meaning that their drivers 
were receiving 100% commissions 
from each ride. Recently, the company 
returned to the 20/80 split between the 
company and drivers. 

The common complaint about Uber 
is surge pricing; on busy nights or in 
busy areas, drivers often compete for 
those areas to charge the higher fares. 

“If you request a ride [with Uber! 
during peak hours it’s insane,” Sarah 
Olavarria, Los Angeles local, said.” 
It’s triple the normal fare but they do 
inform you of that, and you do have to 
agree to it before requesting your ride.” 

While Olavarria said that she never- 
less preferred Uber’s chauffer to Lyfi’s 
chatty friend with a car, others prefer 
Lyft’s more casual vibe. 

“Lyft was like $12-$15 to go 8 miles,” 
Fabiano Carpinelli, also a Los Angeles 
resident, said. “The drivers were super 
nice and polite. The cars weren’t as 
nice, but the service is way better.” 

Both companies offer codes and pro- 
motions to encourage new riders to try 
the services out. Uber gives a free ride 
of up to $30 value for signing up, ard 
new Lyft users can apply the code “UP- 
LYFTING” to get a free ride of up to 
$25 value.

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International Student Volunteers recruit on campus 


The non-profit organi- 
zation may interrupt 
classes to briefly pro- 
mote opportunities 
for students.

Classes may be interrupted for a brief 
announcement from International Stu- 
dent Volunteers during the first of week 
of the fall semester at Cal State Long 
Beach. 


ISV is an international, non-profit 
organization that will be on campus re- 
cruiting students to participate in inter- 
national “volunteer and adventure pro- 
grams,” according to the brochure that 
recruiters will be handing out this week 
in classrooms and all over campus. 

The organization provides students 
with opportunities to travel to foreign 
countries and complete various volun- 
teer projects, from rehabilitating forest 
habitats in New Zealand to building 
homes and schools in the Dominican 
Republic. 

The “adventure” component of the 
program offers students opportunities to 
participate in activities such as snorkel- 
ing in the Great Barrier Reef, heading 
out on a safari in Kruger National Park 
or visit elephant conservation centers in 
Thailand. 


ISV recruiter Sarah Garza was one , 
of several recruiters at CSULB housing 
move-in day on Saturday, and she said 
students tend to miss out on the opportu- 
nity because of the craziness of the first 
week of classes. 

Garza said this program has partnered 
with the CSULB Multi-Cultural Center 
and has come to campus regularly for the 
past several years to inform students. of 
the various international volunteer and 
travel opportunities that ISV can provide. 

In the moments before classes begins 
this week, ISV recruiters will ask pro- 
fessors and lecturers if they can make a 
brief announcement to the students in the 
course. 

These announcements will include 
information about the program, and they 
will also encourage students to attend 
various information sessions, which will

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take place on Thursday. 

On Thursday, starting at 9 am., ISV 
will offer 45-minute information sessions 
in the multi-cultural center Faculty Office 
Room 3. These sessions will take place 
“every hour, on the hour,” Garza said. 

The last of these meetings will con- 
clude at 6 p.m., but recruiters will “stick 
around until 6:30 p.m., in case any stu- 
dents have last-minute questions,” Garza 
said 

Over the past 30 years, ISV has 
partnered with Habitat for Humanity, 
Conservation Volunteers, Peace Corps, 
Red Cross, UNICEF and Sierra Club to 
provide student opportunities in several 
countries around the world, including 
Costa Rica, Thailand, Australia, New 
Zealand, Dominican Republic and South 
Africa. 

The very bottom of the back cover of 


the ISV brochure indicates that students 
who participate in ISV “will receive tips 
and resources from ISV to help [stu- 
dents] raise funds for [their] program 
costs.” 

These tips will focus on ideas for 
students to seek sponsorships from lo- 
cal businesses, Garza said. She said that 
“the students who had the most success 
last year contacted friends, family, local 
community groups and so forth” to raise 
the funds they needed for traveling with 
ISV. 

Garza said via email that the informa- 
tion sessions on Thursday will include a 
promo video, which she said can serve as 
a fundraising tool for students. She also 
said that, once a space is reserved, ISV 
will send a link to fundraising resources, 
including a letter that can be customized 
and sent to friends and family. 
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
